COUNCIL STANDS BY 
BUS STOP DECISION

COUNCIL officials who installed new 
bus shelters the wrong way round have 
denied making an error - claiming 
instead that they wanted to protect 
commuters from falling into the road. 

Travellers sitting in the town’s blue 
shelters cannot see buses coming 
because the viewing window is placed 
at the back - away from oncoming traf¬ 
fic. 

But Southend Council claimed it had 
installed the shelters to face away from 
the road to avoid commuters stumbling 
in front of traffic. 

Pat Pepper, who lives in Beaufort 
Street, Southchurch, said: “It seems 
ridiculous to me. 

“If you choose to sit and wait for a 
bus to come along, you can’t see it 
arriving.” 

And Martin Paul, of Dalmatia Road, 
said: “We could have put them up bet¬ 
ter ourselves.” 

Graeme Newman, Southend 
Council’s transport policy officer, dis¬ 
missed criticism and claimed that trav¬ 
ellers could shift a little in their shel¬ 
tered seats to look out. 

“People in the shelters only have to 
lean forward slightly to be able to see 
approaching buses,” he said. 

“It is the council’s policy that all new 
bus shelters are positioned so they 
back on to the road, rather than face it. 

“This is being implemented for safe¬ 
ty reasons so that in the event a pas¬ 
senger stumbles or falls when leaving 
their seat, they fall away from the road 
rather than into it.”

“We do lots of arts and erafts at 
Little Havens as it helps ehildren to 
express themselves, especially those

who can’t do so verbally - but this has 
been speeial. 

“The ehildren had to think about 
their heroes and what a hero means to 
them and then communieate that in 
their paintings. 

“I’ve had to eneourage the ehildren 
to explore and understand their feel¬ 
ings.

Sisters Laurel, 14, and Charlotte

Laurel has a rare neurologieal eondi- 
tion that affects her motor skills. 

It means she has difficulty writing, 
coordinating her limbs and affeets 
anything to do with the movement of 
her body. 

She has been visiting Little Havens 
sinee 2006. 

Laurel said: “All my friends are my 
heroes. 

“A trainer represents them because 
they’re all very sporty, and I painted a 
rainbow beeause it makes me happy 
and it’s colourful. 

“We’re all different, just like the 
colours in the rainbow. 

“I like doing the arts and erafts at 
Little Havens. 

“I like to swim in the pool and relax 
and watch films in the teenage rooms. 

“I get time to unwind and ehill out 
when I’m there.” 

Charlotte often stays with her sister 
during her respite breaks. 

She has a passion for fashion and 
her painting represents her idols Vera 
Wang and Stella McCartney. 

Little Havens hopes the art exhibi¬ 
tion will raise awareness about the 
love and speeialist eare they offer to 
ehildren and their families from 
aeross Essex who are living with life 
limiting illnesses. 

There will also be a silent auetion 
throughout the week so members of 
the publie can bid on their favourite 


painting and help to raise vital funds 
for Little Havens, which costs 
£2.3million to run every year. 

The ‘This is My Hero’ exhibition 
will take plaee in the Lower Mall out¬ 
side Debenhams.

The centre, in Brunei 
Road, Eastwood, 
restores unwanted bicy¬ 
cles which have seen 
better days and sells 
them back to the public 
at low cost. 

Andrew Eewis, 
Southend-on-Sea 
Borough Council’s 
Corporate Director for 
Enterprise, Tourism 
and the Environment, 
said: “We have expand¬ 
ed and renovated the 
original ReCyele 
Centre. 

“This means we can 
now hold cycle mainte¬ 
nance classes there in 
addition to providing 
other new facilities 
such as an on-site meet¬ 
ing room. 

“We are always look¬ 
ing for more old bikes 
to refresh so we would 
welcome donations 
from people who no 
longer need or want 
their old machines. 

“Volunteers at our 
ReCyele Centre will 
lovingly restore them 
and make sure they are 


put to good use. 

“The centre is always 
looking for more help, 
so if people can offer 
their time as a volunteer 
or just have an old, 
unused bicycle to 
donate, they would be 
delighted to hear from 


you.” 

Meanwhile, Cycle 
Southend is running a 
‘Back in the Saddle’ 
campaign aimed at 
people who have not 
cycled for a while but 
who would like to get 
back on their bikes. 


Group rides are being 
held twice a month 
from 7pm on 
Wednesdays and 
Thursdays throughout- 
the summer. 

Mr Eewis said: 
“We’ll be promoting 
the social aspect of 
cycling rather than 
focusing on speed or 
training. 

“It is a great way to 
gain confidence on a 
bike, meet new people 
and get fit for summer.”

Society President visits YA 



NEWSPAPER Society 
President David Fordham 
visited the offices of the 
Yeiiow Advertiser iast week 
ahead of Locai Newspaper 
Week. 

The 56-year-oid 
grandfather of three, from 
Cambridgeshire, toured our 
Basiidon offices and spoke 
with staff. He aiso caught 
up with YA reporter Peter 
Henn for a quick Q&A 
session. 


WHAT DOES YOUR 
ROLE INVOLVE? 

My job is a one-year appoint¬ 
ment, and what I do is serve 
as an ambassador for loeal 
newspapers. 

I represent the regional 
press at funetions whieh take 
plaee over the year. It’s about 
fronting up the aetivities that 
we do on behalf of the loeal 
press. 

HOW DO YOU THINK 
LOCAL PAPERS ARE 
COPING WITH THE 
RECESSION? 

I think, at the moment, we 
are doing better than some 


people thought we would. 

We are going through a 
very diffieult time, with the 
global eeonomy. Coupled 
with that, we are seeing the 
rise of the internet, and that 
makes a differenee. 

What is positive, though, is 
that loeal papers in Britain 
are still doing well. 

Despite what has happened 
with the eeonomy, we have 
eome through it really well - 
we’ve only lost a few papers 
out of the 1,300 in the coun¬ 
try. 

DO YOU THINK LOCAL 
PAPERS HAVE A BET¬ 
TER CHANCE OF SUR¬ 
VIVAL THAN THE 
NATIONALS? 

I think that it will be the local 
press that will thrive. People 
will always want to read what 
is going on in their commu¬ 
nity - there is a definite, dis¬ 
tinct market for the ‘places 
and faces’ sort of things we 
in the regional press do. 

I think you’re seeing there 
are some papers which have 
become too generalised, and 
they’ve seen that it’s all about 


being local. 

WHAT IS YOUR PROFES¬ 
SIONAL BACK¬ 

GROUND? 


I have been involved with 
local newspapers for 39 
years now. 

As well as being President 
of the Newspaper Society, I 


am also chief executive of 
Iliffe newspapers, which is a 
small, family owned newspa¬ 
per company, like [YA own¬ 
ers] Tindle Newspapers. 



NEW research by TNS-RI 
Omnibus for the Newspaper 
Society has found that 85 per 
cent of local newspaper 
readers in Britain rely on 
their local paper to keep 
them informed about local 
council issues such as plan¬ 


ning, budgets, elections and 
decisions affecting the com¬ 
munity. 

The study showed that

A DAY of mixed results at the 
Southend Leisure and Tennis Centre 
saw the Tories regain eontrol of 
Southend Couneil. 

Their most noteworthy gains were in 
the Kursaal Ward where teaeher Louise 
Burdett narrowly beat Labour’s Judy 
MeMahon by 24 votes, and in St Luke’s 
Ward where Sally Carr pipped 
Independent eandidate Paul Van Looy 
to the post. 

The Tories did, however, suffer a 
shoek defeat in Thorpe ward with 
Independent Alex Kaye soundly seeing 
off Conservative Verina Weaver who 
replaeed retiring Conservative 
Couneillor Daphne White. 

Their total in the ehamber now stands 
at 27 out of 51 seats. 

Leader of the Couneil Nigel 
Holderoft retained his seat in West 


Leigh. 

In Westborough Ward Liberal 
Demoerat Paul Collins won the former 
Independent seat inereasing their share 
to 12 seats with Couneillor Brian Smith 
retiring from Blenheim park ward. 

The Independents now have seven 
seats and Labour had a disappointing 
result leaving them with just four seats 
having lost St Luke’s and Kursaal ward 
to the Conservatives. 

Voters returned Conservatives David 
Amess representing Southend West, 
and James Duddridge representing 
Roehford and Southend East. 

Both MPs slightly inereased their 
majority with Labour’s Kevin Bonavia 
eoming in seeond in Roehford and 
Southend East and the Liberal 
Demoerat’s Peter Weleh beating 
Labour eandidate Tom Flynn by nearly 
7,000 votes to beeome runner-up in 
Southend West.

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New play area for refuge

A HOUSING organisation has unveiled a 
new play area at a women’s refuge in 
Southend. 

South Essex Homes hostel manager Julie 
Chipperfield raised the funds for the equip¬ 
ment through a sponsored walk involving 
Harlow’s Women’s Aid, Southend Borough 
Couneil and South Essex Homes staff and 
eontraetors. 

The refuge provides a safe house for 
women and their families fleeing abusive 
relationships. 

South Essex Homes provide the housing 


management serviees and Harlow Women’s 
Aid provide support. 

Julie said: “It is great that the play area and 
garden is now finished and the families ean 
now enjoy the spaee. 

“The families staying in the refuge are 
often going through a very traumatie and 
diffieult time and by providing them with an 
environment that is safe and an enjoyable 
plaee for the ehildren, is a small step to mak¬ 
ing their stay with us more weleoming. 

“I would really like to thank everyone that 
has played a role in making this play area 
possible, but espeeially to Sovereign who 
have installed the equipment and have also 


helped support it finaneially. Without them it 
would have not been possible.” 

The area eonsists of play equipment for 
ehildren aged three to 15 and ineludes a 
thumper tower, grass guard tiles, roeky 
mountain, play jet and low level trail. 

The flooring used also has a eushioned 
impaet area. 

Julie raised more than £4,000 for the new 
equipment through the sponsored walk from 
Chalkwell Station to Oeean Beaeh Cafe last 
year.

A SPITFIRE has once 
again landed at 
Hornchurch 

Country Park, the site of 
a former airfield that was 
used during both world 
wars. 

On past visits to the 
park, the boys have been 
happy free wheeling their 
bikes down its hills and 
finding the best trees to 
climb, but this time there 
was something extra - a 
new play area which has 
been keeping young visi¬ 
tors to the park amused. 

The new play area, off 
Squadrons Approach, 
offers a range of play 
equipment for both 
younger and older chil¬ 
dren, including a great 
climbing rock in the 
shape of a Spitfire. 

The Spitfire, which was 
mostly created on site 
with the use of a revolu¬ 
tionary new building 
technique, brings back 
some nostalgia to an 
area that was once an 
airfield used during both 
World Wars. 

The site’s airfield history 
began during the First 
World War when biplanes 
from the Royal Flying 
Corps took off from 
Suttons Farm to defend 
London from airship 
attacks. 

This later led to the cre¬ 
ation of RAF Hornchurch 
- which covered most of 
what is now the country 
park - whose squadrons 
of Spitfires played an 


important part in the 
Battle of Britain. 

Aircrew training contin¬ 
ued at the site after the 
war, up until RAF 
Hornchurch was closed 
in 1962. 

Other play equipment 
at the park include 
swings and a slide, a 
hurricane swing which 
has room for two as it 
spins around, a pendu¬ 
lum swing with a basket 
seat, a great G-Force 
roundabout which had 
separate parts that spun 
in the opposite direction 
making the boys dizzy, 
and a Revolva round¬ 
about which has seats 
for the kids and even 
room for a wheelchair. 

The play area looks 
great and has been 
enhanced by natural 
materials including sand, 
gravel paths and fallen 
tree logs. 

As well as its play area, 
the park has acres of 
land to explore either on 
foot or by bike. 

There are plenty of 
pathways and a large 
pond to enjoy, either 
walking around it or 
skimming stones across, 
like the boys. 

The park’s pathways 
are interesting to explore 
as not only can you enjoy 
the peace and quiet of 
the park and take in the 
local wildlife, you can 
also learn something 
about the site’s history. 

If you wander along the 


park’s Eastern Pathway, 
from the Squadron 
Approach car park, you 
can see most of the air¬ 
field’s remaining features. 

It includes the concrete 
base of what would have 
been an aircraft dispersal 
bay, as well as banks 
that used to contain air 
raid shelters. 

To the south, the path¬ 
way follows the route of 
the old airfield perimeter 
road, passing a concrete 
circle that would have 
been an aircraft compass 
setting point, the site of 
aircraft dispersal bays. 


gun emplacements, tur¬ 
rets, pillboxes, tunnels 
and trenches, which 
were part of the Airfield’s 
Second World War 
defence system. 

The country park, 
which is a lovely place to 
walk around, has flour¬ 
ished over the years and 
is now home to a wide 
variety of wildlife that live 
in its tree plantations, 
grassland, wildflower 
meadows, marshes, 
ponds, as well as its lake 
and river. 

If you want to venture 
further then along the 


east side of the park, you 
will find the Ingrebourne 
Valley marshes, a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest. 

This area is home to 
riverside reed swamps, 
flood meadows and wil¬ 
low thickets, and is rich 
with wildlife including a 
variety of birds. 

The boys enjoyed their 
time at Hornchurch 
Country Park, particularly 
in its new play area. 

The old favourites, 
including the lake, big hill 
and war remnants, such 
as the pillboxes, also 
added to the visit.

Q. Is it really worth paying extra for a survey 
on top of the building society’s own 
valuation? 

A. I would always advise anyone 
contemplating buying a property to 
commission their own survey. Why? Well, 
primarily because buying a home is the single 
biggest investment most of us ever make - so surely it’s just common sense to 
want to be reassured that everything is OK before we commit ourselves. 
Otherwise, there’s always the risk of encountering some nasty and probably 
expensive surprises, when it’s too late. 

But isn’t that the job of the lender’s valuation? Well, no it isn’t. Remember, this is 
not a survey. Its sole purpose is to satisfy the lender that the property in 
question represents sufficient security for the loan. You may not even be given a 
copy of it. 

So, the only way you as a buyer can be truly confident about the investment you 
are making is to commission your own survey. And in all but a relatively few 
cases where a full building survey may be more appropriate - for example, 
where a property is very old, or requires major structural repairs or alterations - 
the new-style RIGS HomeBuyers Report should be perfectly adequate. 

In its new guise, which was introduced on 1st April this year, the Homebuyer’s 
Report has been substantially redesigned in order to provide more information in 
a clearer, more easily-understood format. Together with a full description of the 
property, when it was built, the type of construction, and confirmation of the 
details contained in the Energy Performance Certificate, the new reports use a 
simple “traffic light” system to rate the condition of various key elements of the 
property. So, green means that no repairs are currently needed, yellow signifies 
that non-urgent defects have been identified, and a red indicates the presence 
of serious defects which need to be addressed, or issues that require further 
investigation, as a matter of urgency. 

As far as price is concerned, this varies - depending on factors like the size, age 
and value of the property in question. Nevertheless, a typical mid-range report 
should probably cost in the region of £350-£500. In view of the peace of mind 
that such a report represents, this is a small price to pay!

Fancy this as your Alto Ego? 


by Steve Walker 


T he times they are a-changing 
in the automotive industry. 
Among all the upheaval, it’s a 
brave person who makes any kind 
of prediction about the future, but 
if you have to stick your neck out 
on one thing, it’s the fact that our 
cars are going to get smaller. 

How small? Well, Suzuki reckons 
its latest Alto is a perfect fit. 

The Alto’s 1.0-litre petrol engine is 
ideal for a compact urban vehicle. 


The 3-cylinder unit musters 
67bhp and 90Nm maximum 
torque at 4,800rpm. That doesn’t 
sound thrilling but in a car that tips 
the scales at 855kg, it’s enough to 
cover the 0-60mph sprint in 14 
seconds. Stick at it and a top 
speed of 96mph is also attainable. 

The Alto is 3500mm long with a 
2,360mm wheelbase that helps it 
achieve a super-tight turning 
radius of 4.5m - ideal for manoeu¬ 
vring into tight parking spaces or 
executing the odd cheeky U-turn. 



Suzuki’s Swift supermini never 
fails to impress with its sharp han¬ 
dling and the Alto aims to replicate 
that big fun factor within its more 
compact package. 

The MacPherson strut front sus¬ 
pension is tuned to give the rigidity 
and fast response required in a 
nimble small car and at the rear, 
Suzuki’s clever 3-link rigid axel 
suspension is used. 

This set-up doesn’t respond well 
to surface imperfections but for a 
car of this size, the Alto handles 
reasonably well without ever feel¬ 
ing sporty. 

It was once enough for a citycar 
to be small and efficient. If it 
looked like a shrunken Transit van 
and had a wow-factor equivalent 
to a bag of potatoes, 
nobody cared. 
Today, as small 
cars become a 
more main¬ 
stream 
choice for 
urban 
motorists, 
there’s a 
demand 
for them 
to display 
more individu¬ 
ality and style. 
With the Alto, 

Suzuki has risen to this 
challenge creating a look it says 
‘exudes urban energy’. 

You can be the judge of exactly 
what it’s exuding but with its huge 
teardrop headlights, oversize grille 


and sharply rising beltline, the car 
is definitely distinctive. 

We’re told that the space for 
front seat occupants is ‘priori¬ 
tised’, but that 
doesn’t bode 
well for those in 
the back. 

The fact is that 
most citycars 
are rarely used 
to carry more 
than two people, 
so as long as 
the rear seats 
can cope with a 
few shopping 
bags and a tattered road atlas, 
they’ll do the job. 

The interior design of the Alto is 
rather less successful than the 
exterior. The grey plastics that 
used to be the staple of budget 
small cars a few years back no 
longer quite cut it and some of the 
Alto’s aren’t of the best quality. 

The controls are chunky and sim¬ 
ple to operate in the best Suzuki 
traditions and the stereo is well 
designed with nicer finishes than 
you’ll encounter elsewhere. 

Suzuki products rarely leave too 
much to the imagination in terms 
of equipment and the Alto is 
unlikely to break with that tradition. 

The car is also well-appointed 
from a safety perspective with 
Suzuki incorporating a full comple¬ 
ment of crumple zones and 
impact-absorbing structures to 
keep occupants safe in the event 
of a collision. Front side and cur¬ 


tain airbags are available, as is 
ESP stability control. 

The citycar sector looks set for 
boom times ahead on the back of 
motorists downsizing 
their vehicles in a 
quest to cut costs. 

The Suzuki Alto will 
be up against some 
stiff competition for 
these sales, but this 
manufacturer’s small 
car expertise and 
aggressive pricing pol¬ 
icy should count for 
something. 

The bottom line is 
usually promoted to headline sta¬ 
tus when we’re talking about city- 
cars and the Alto’s costs look low 
enough to warrant just such a big 
splash. 

The 1.0-litre petrol engine can 
return an impressive 64.2mpg on 
the combined cycle along with 
103g/km emissions. It’s greener 
than Robin Hood on a rollercoaster 
but if you specify the four-speed 
automatic gearbox, environmental 
performance will tail off. 

Small cars have never made 
more sense than they do now and 
the Alto has arrived at exactly the 
right time as the demand for com¬ 
pact, affordable cars increases. 

Of course, the Alto doesn’t have 
the sector to itself. It’ll have to face 
down competition from numerous 
other fun, funky small car offerings 
but the low costs and upfront 
affordability mean it’s in with a 
chance.

GIANLRANCO Zola has been 
sacked as manager of West Ham 
United. 

The Italian held talks with club 
officials on Tuesday morning - but 
those talks appear to have been swift. 

Speculation over the future of Zola 
arose as soon as David Sullivan and 
David Gold bought the club in Janu¬ 
ary. 

The co-owners also publicly criti¬ 
cised the performance of the team as 
they struggled to avoid relegation 
from the Premier League. 


With the season now finished and 
the Hammers retaining their position 
in the top flight, Sullivan has moved 
quickly to sack Zola. 

The Italian won just 23 of his 80 
games in charge of the Irons. 

There has been no news yet on the 
future of his assistant, Steve Clarke. 

A short club statement simply 
thanked Zola for his contribution and 
wished him well for the future. 

It said: “The club will now be 
focusing its efforts on seeking a 
replacement.” 

The frontrunner for that job was 
thought to be Steve McClaren, who 


guided PC Twente to the Dutch title 
this season. However, the former 
England manager joined German 
side Wolfsburg on Tuesday. 

Others linked with the position 
include Portmouth’s Avram Grant, 
Birmingham City’s Alex McLeish, 
Croatia boss and former Hammer 
Slaven Bilic and Mark Hughes. 

Zola’s departure came just two 
days after guiding the Irons to a 1-1 
draw with Manchester City on the 
final day of the season. 

Luis Boa Morte, who made his 
first appearance since the last game 
of last season, opened the scoring on 


17 minutes when he chased on to 
Alessandro Diamanti’s excellent 
backheel to slot the ball home. 

But the lead lasted just four min¬ 
utes as Adam Johnson crossed for 
Shaun Wright-Phillips to outjump 
the Hammers defence to head home 
the leveller.
